Of War Begins 


WASHINGTON <P-The 87th Con­ 
gress sp uttered to adjournment over 
the weekend, signaling the beginning 
of a p olitical tug of war over its 
record that will continue through the 
Nov. 6 general election. 


During its longest 
scsmoii since 
19 51, Congress gave President Ken­ 
nedy p art of what he asked, con­ 
siderably altered some of his re­ 
quests, and comp letely blanked the 
administration on three major p ro­ 
grams. 


Congress sup p orted the p resident 
on his foreign p olicy requests. 


In addition it gave him substan­ 
tially what he asked for in the 
Retip erocal Trade Ex p ansion Act, 
aid for dep ressed ai cav, manp ower 
retraining p rogram, p ostal rate and 
federal emp loy e p ay increases and 
increased minimum wages. 


His incentive tax ex emp tion and 
strict farm p roduction control p ro­ 
gram were ap p roved in p art. 


But Congress turned a deaf ear to 
administration requests for federal 
aid to schools and colleges, health 
insurance 
for 
the 
aged 
financed 
through higher social security tax es 
and establishment of a dep artment of 
urban affairs. 
The final week saw Congress try ing 
desp erately to p ass a comp aratively 
few ap p rop riation and authorization 
measures in the face of a revived 
p restige battle between the House 
and Senate. 
Sunday , less than 24 hours after 
both houses adjourned, the Rep ubli­ 
can leaders issued a statement blast­ 
ing the 87th as a congress which 
accomp lished little and mismanaged 
much. 
In the statement Senate Rep ublican 
leader Everett M. Dirkscn of Illinois 
and his House counterp art, Charles 
Halleck of Indiana, p laced much of 
the blame on Kennedy . 
Whatever else may be said of the 
87th, it was the third largest sp ender 
in congressional history with a total 
of S101.3 billion 
ap p rop ria‘ed 
for 
current and future fiscal y ears. This 
was ex ceeded only by the wartime 
8147 billion of 19 42 and $115 billion of 
19 43. 
Still, this y ear's total was about 
$3.8 billion less than Kennedy had 
asked.
